Southern Ontario's Provincial Parks 
have recorded their first drowning of 
the 1966 Parks season. This regret- 
table mishap occurred as a result of 
a boating accident. 

During the 1965 Parks season an 
alarming increase in the number of 
boating accidents and offences was 
noted in our parks. In 1964 there weré’ 
eight boating accidents as compared 
to 19 in 1965. 

Three of the four drownings in 1965 
resulted from boating accidents. We 
would recommend that all boat

While U.S.-Canadian relations 
are a long way from the hys- 
terical tenor of the last days of 

* the Diefeabaker administration, 

- -yents of recent weeks damp- 

ened the usual ardor between 
Oltawa and Washington. 


The current impasse really 
foes back to last December 
when Mr. Pearson, in a Phila- 
delphia speech, called on the 
U.S. to suspend bombing of 
North Vietnam. When word of 
the PM’s remarks reached the 

. White House, the American 


president hit the ceiling, taking - 


the Pearson comment as further 
evidence ef Canadian unreliabil- 
ity. 


The fact that the U.S. did in- 
deed later temporarily suspend 
its bombing attacks cannot be 
credited to the Pearson speech, 
but the Canadian position, add- 
ed to appeals from other West- 
ern nations, helped nudge 
Washington toward the move. 


The Canadian PM next spoke 
to an influential group of Amer- 
icans when he addressed the 


U.S. Society of Newspaper Edi- — 


tors in Mogtreal this spring. He 
ignored Vietnam and dealt 
mostly with economic matters. I 
thought his talk was reasoned 
and fair, but Americans in the 
audience reacted sharply. They 

. generally regarded his com- 
ments as an unfair attack on 
U.S. economic interests. 


eCanada next split with Wash- 
ington over the future of 
NATO, when the Canadian dele- 
gation to Brussels, led by Paul 
Martin, defied U.S. determina- 
tion to launch counter-measures 
against France which is taking 
its troops out of the Atlantic al- 
liance. Due to Canadian insis- 
tence, the U.S. failed to win its

Mr. Pearson followed up this

nois. He was outspokenly criti- 
cal of U.S. attempts to dominate 
NATO and equated the Ameri- 
can domination of the Atlantic 
alliance with the Soviet domina- 
tion of Eastern Europe's mili- 
tary apparatus. ‘ 


The significance of this posi- 
tion is that Moscow is having as 
much trouble keeping its War- 
saw Pact countries in li+: as the 
U.S. is having with Canada and 
France. 


Again, Mr. Pearson took on 
Washington over U.S. bombing 
of Hanoi. He publicly said only 


that he “regretted” the attack, — 


but it.was well known in Ottawa 
that the PM regarded the latest 
American escalation as sense- 
less. 


According to.one Washington 
observer, Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk has been feeding 
President Johnson a wildly inac-_ 
curate assessment of why Cana- 
da has been behaving in such an 
unusually independent manner 
of late. 


It is said that Mr. Rusk be- 
lieves Canadian foreign policy is 
aimed at winning more Liberal 
party support in Quebec, and 
that this is why Canada took a 
pro-Fench attitude at the NATO 
foreign ministers’ conference. 


Some Canadians. have been 
heard to express the same opin- 
ion. 

The major international prob- 
lem remains Vietnam, despite 
the NATO side-show in Europe. 


Increased bombings have so 
far brought no significant re 
duction in North Vietnamese 


support of the Viet Cong in the. 


south. Each degree of escalation 
appears to have hardened Ha- 
noi's determination to, carry on 
the fight. And so the American 
dilemma grows — a nation pos- 
sessed of the ability to win a 
crushing military victory, but 
unable to end a conflict which 
daily becomes more immoral 


and harharous,

Keeping pace with the jet age, CN | 


has announced its plans for pioneer- 
ing in  turbotrain transportation. 
Several dozen reporters at a press 
conference in Montreal fired quest- 
ions with bilingual enthusiasm at a 
group of executives representing CN 
and United Aircraft Corporation, the 
latter being the designers of the train. 
In its progressive program, en- 
deavoring to meet transportation 
competition both in price and service, 
Canada's publicly owned railway has 
unveiled its intentions of. celebrating 
the country’s birthday ‘by launching 
into service this ‘far out’ passenger 
train, 
“It is most appropraite,” Mr. Don- 
ald Gordon, president, said in a state- 
ment, “that the introduction of CN’s 
new turbotrain service, the most 
significant innovation in the techno- 
logy of railway passenger service in 
the last hundred years, is being aimed 
to coincide with Canada’s Centennial 
and the expected upsurge of travel 
that will be ‘stimulated by such 
events as Expo 67.” 
Convincing in his remarkes, N. J. 
MacMillan, CN executive vice-presid- 
ent, said that the turbotrains have “a 
sound businéss prospective’. To be- 
gin with they will be operated under 
a lease-maintenance contract between 
the railway and’ UAC between Tor- 
onto and Montreal. CN has an option 
to purchase the equipment should this 
prove more practical than the system 
of lease-maintenance. The trains and 
the turbines will be built in Canada. 
Time - to_use an old cliche - is of 
the essence and one of the compelling 
factors in CN’s decision to be the, 
first railway in Canada to undertake 
such a completely new concept in pas- 
senger transportation.

I have written before about the 
great 4,000-mile water route to be 
travelled’ by our Centennial Canoe 
Pageant next summer. Ten canoes 
manned by teams from the provinces 
will traverse the historic waterway 


from the Rocky mountains to Mont-_ 


real. The fact that Canada stretches 
from sea to sea is due partly to the 
existence of this and other water- 
ways. 

The “north west passage” by water 
across Canada was established long 
before the time of Confederation. In 
fact, one might say, it had its be- 
ginnings when Columbus and many 
other explorers unsuccessfully sought 


a seaway to the far east through the | 


west. 

The explorers discovered the first 
part of the waterway west of Mont- 
real in their hunt for a route to 
China. Then, once found, it became 
the highway of the fur traders who 


Numerous expeditions sent from 
England, from the United States, 
and by groups from Hudson’s Bay 
Company searched for the lost ex- 
plorers without success. 

Evidence uncovered in later years 
proved that the Erebus and the Ter- 
ror, trapped in Artic ice, had not 
been abandoned until three years 
iafter they had been sighted by that 
passing ship in Baffin’s Bay. As late 
as 1850 Eskimos saw a large party 
of white men travelling south near 
the mainland, dragging a small boat 
and sleds. There are many conflicting 
stories about what actually happened 
to the 129 men. 

In 1859 an expedition sent out by 
Lady Franklin found a written re- 
cord by a captain of one of the ships. 
It gave an account of their ternible 
trials up to the spring of 1848. 

Franklin was lost but the search 
expeditions. provided information for

While the fur traders were produc- — 


ing considerable commercial canoe 
traffic between Montreal and the 
Rockey Mountains, other people were 
still intent on finding a north west 
passage for big ships. Twenty-two 
years before Confederation Sir John 
Franklin, the great Artic explorer 
almost forgotten by Canadians today, 
set out to find a northern shipping 
route through the Artic with two 
Royal Navy ships, the Erebus and at 
Terror. 

There were 129 officers and men on 
Franklin's two ships when they en- 
tered the Artic sea in 1845. They 
were seen last in July of that year by 
another passing ship in Baffin’s Bay. 
Then the Erebus and the Terror van- 
ished and none of the 129 ever re-

Although much knowledge was 
gained through Artic expeditions in 
the mid-nineteenth century the canoe 
route across Canada remained, for a 
long time, the backbone of the east- 
west transportation system and the 
one we will “rediscover with our 
Centennial canoes. Even today, with 
all our technology, the north west 
passage via the Artic waterway is 
not for use by commerce. 

During Centennial year Canadians 
will be looking at history with renew- 
ed interest. Like the story of the 
search for the north west passage, 
which I have barely touched in this 
column, there are many more which 
short column, there are many more 
which make fasinating reading for 
young and old.

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The 13 sun-splashed island 
countries which make up the 
“Commonwealth Caribbean” are 
today looking more to Ottawa 
than to London for advice, aid 
and encouragement in bettering 
their way of life. 


This unusual association, in- 
volving peoples separated by 
mate, temperament and 
skills, matically 
strengthened recent Otta- 
wa conference which saw Cana- 
da pledge $76 million in aid 
over the next five years. 


The conference was aimed 
largely at nailing down in- 
creased Canadian aid and build- 
ing closer trade ties.. 


There were, to be sure, bricf 
flights of fancy suggesting the 
talks ,would result in a new 
western hemisphere Common- 
wealth bloc which would act 
with a single voice at the United 
Nations and other world agen- 
cies. 


Any such suggestions can be 
discounted. The various coun- 
. tries of the Commonwealth, 
having always rejected British 
attempts to mold a single for- 


eign policy, are not about to in- 


vest Ottawa with this privilege. 


Nor are the Commonwealth 
islands about to become a Cana- 
_ dian province. With the possible 
exception of Bermuda — which 
is not part of the Common- 
wealth Caribbean bloc — none 
of the islands would be accepta- 
ble as provinces as long as they 
remain under-developed, their

The main decision to come 
out of the Ottawa conference 
was the Canadian move to in- 
crease aid by forty per cent. 


The $76 million aid bundle 
will inefude $5 million to the 
University of the West Indies, 
$1 million to the University of 
Guyana, and most of the $5 mil- 
lion cost of a radio (and per- 
haps TV) link between Canada 
and the islands. In terms of 
strengthening ties between .the 
countries, the broadcasting link 
could be the most significant. 


Incre: 4:d trade will be sought 
by rewriting the 41-year-old 
trade pact which, among other 
things, could eliminate the im- 
port duty on Caribbean sugar. 
Canada wants to sell more 
wheat_and flour to the Common- 
wealth Caribbean, while they 
are anxious to increase sales of 
sugar, bananas and rum. One of 
the countries — Trinidad — al- 
ready has a favorable trade bal- 
ance with Canada (selling us 
more than we buy from them) 
because of their large oil ex- 
ports to eastern Canada. 

_As well, Canada is anxious ta 
increase private Canadian enter- 
prise in the area. In this field, 
there could be trouble. Canadi- 
zn companies now have invest- 
ments of some $500 million in 
the islands. Left-leaning politi- 
cians like Cheddi Jagan of Guy- 
ana recently called Canadians 
“little Imperialists”’ and said 
this country was treating his na- 
tion much the same way as the 
U.S. has economically dominat- 


ed Canada. 
Some Caribbean leaders 


would like to see a Caribbean- 
Canadian free trade area. But 
with Canada’s» main interest 
centred on its trade relations 
with the U.S., it is not likely 
this will be realized for many 
years to come. 

For the Caribbean countries, 
the Ottawa conference may have - 
been a last chance to work out a 
viable economic policy for their 
far- flung islands. The ill-fated 
West Indies Federation floun- 
dered in 1952 on the rocks of in- 
ter- island jealousies. As I found 
on my last visit to the Indies, 
the Federation is not mourned 
hut responsible leaders recog- 
nize that econemic,co-operation 
js essential eventhough politi 
cal union is impossible. 
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MAY CATCH THOSE 
-WHO MAKE ABUSIVE

People who use the telephone to 
annoy or threaten are asking for 
trouble. Marcel Vincent, president of

Company |s notified 
that the telephone has been used to 
threaten a customer with bodily 
harm, kidnapping or damage to pro- 
perty, the matter is assigned to 4 
specialist who has authority to take 
whatever action may be appropriate 
and necessary. 

“Bell Canada will, through active 
cooperation with law enforcement ag- 
encies and the provision of evidence, 
contribute to the prosecution of a 
person making offensive calls," Mr. 
Vincent said.

In Prince Edward County and in 
the agricultural areas immediately 
north of Kingston and Belleville there 
are numerous small farm woodlots 
(over 200,000 acres of woods up to 20 
miles from the shore inland). 

Many of these small farm woodlots 
with an average size of about 30 to 
40 acres contain a considerable num- 
ber of valuable or potentially val- 
uable trees.of most desirable species, 
such as Hard Maple, Oak, Ash, Bass- 
wood, in addition to other less val- 
uable trees, 

In managing these farm woodlots 
we should realize that the capital in- 
vested in the forest is earning .in- 
terest rather unevenly; there is a 
high interest rate being earned by 
the valuable well developing timber, 
and a low rate being earned by the 


l rest. 


The situation is not unsimilar to 
that of general farming where 
certain high priced crops contrast 
with others which bring in only 
modest revenues. , 

A woodlot owner therefore takes, 
or should take, particular care of his 
valuable. trees, particularly if they 
are in their prime of life. 

One of the fairly good wodlots in 
the Bay of Quinte contains about 
1600 cords of merchantable timber. 
Of this about 500 cords (250,000 Bad. 
Ft.) are represented by high value 
timber, grown mostly in sound, well 
developed trees, worth approximately 
$15.00 per cord (in average $30.00 
per 1000 FBM) on stump, or $7,500.- 
00. It is estimated that these good 
trees increase their merchantable 
volume at 4 per cent and 5 per cent 
per year. Thus these trees earn 
about $300.00 per year. 

The remaining timber (about 1,100 
cords) consisting mainly of inferior

stems mostly poor in form, branchy 
or with damaged tops, is worth no 
more than an average $3.00 per cord, 
or $3,300.00. ($10.00. per 1000 FBM in 
logs or $5.00 per cord, and $2.00 per 
cord in pulpwood and firewood). The 
rate of increment here in merchant- 
able volume and value is less than on 
good trees. At 3 per cent annual 
growth at the most we estimate the 
value at less than $100.00 per year. 

How unreasonable would it be then 
for this woodlot owner to cut down 
the good revenue producing trees, and 
keep the low value timber of a low» 
productivity growing! 

Also, very often a woodlot owner 


sells or cuts down well developing _ 


trees of a size just under the point 
where they could in a few years.have 
grown just so much as to put them in 
the higher category of good, highly 
priced sawlogs or veneer logs. In 
this way he sacrifices the productive 
capacity of his forest for the sake of 
a very small present return. 


When in doubt as to the best thing || 


to do in a woodlot, the owner should | 
first discuss the matter with an ex- | 
perienced neighbour or friend or con- 
sult the nearest office of the Ontario | 
Department of Lands and Forests. 

The Department maintains a free 
consulting service and where neces- 
sary sends a forester to assist the 
woodlot owner.
